Reduce Rates 


The Florida Public Service Com- 
mission has ordered Southern Bell 
to reduce their rates on telephone 
service throughout the -territory 
served by them. This rate reduc- 
tion amounts to $4,200,000. 


The order of the Commission will 
lower rates primarily for resident- 
ial users although some business 
firms will receive rate reductions. 

Mr. Charles Leonard, Manager, 
stated that Southern Bell has re- 
ceived the order from the Florida 
Public Service Commission and it 
reduces the monthly residential in- 
dividual line. rates of $4.00 by $.10, 
and residential two-party line ser- 
vice of $3.10 by $.15. 

Residential exténsion telephone 
rates will be reduced from the pres- 
ent $1.25 to $1.10. . 

Subscribers affected by the re- 
duction in rates under the Com- 
mission’s order will receive these 
reductions on bills received after 
December 22, 1966. S 

Mr. Leonard further stated that 
the Commissión’s order required 
that Southern Bell make reductions 
in their method of measuring cer- 
tain mileage.charges for extension 
line business customers. “

' at Christmastide had other mean- 
ings in other times. 

Mistletoe, as one story goes, 
once was a full grown tree. Then 
its timber was cut for the cross 
on which Christ was crucified. 
Since then, it has retrogressed 
to its present state as a parasite, 
a plant which grows on other 
trees. 

Ancient Druids worshipped mis- 
tletoe. because it gréw on their 
sacred oak. At the end of every 
year a Druid priest would cut 
down the mistletoe with a golden 
sickle, and not one twig was al- 
lowed to touch the earth. Later 
sprigs of mistletoe were often 
fastened over doorways to ward 
off evil spirits. 

In Colonial days mistletoe was 
high and the lad who stole a kiss 


had .to reach up and ‘pull off one.

Exercise Care in 


Outdoor Decorations 

If youlight an outdoor tree, do it 
with care and caution. 

Spruce, firs and pines, when not 
too large, are ideal for outdoor 
Yuletide display, but hemlock, 
yew, boxwood and aborvitae are a 
little more sensitive to the heat of 
Christmas lights and their needles 

|. may be scorched if caution is not 
used. 

Outdoor lights should always be 
placed so they do not touch nee- 
dles. Bulbs of 15 wattage are sut- 
ficient. Use only weatherproof elec- 
trical, fixtures designed for outdoor 
use. Check the position. of the 
lights each day-and turn them on 
only .at eventide. Be sure to turn 
them out before retiring. 


Candles -have lighted. Christmas 
eve around the world for genéra- 
tions. 

It has long been ‘a custom in 
Ireland to place a-lighted candle 
in the window to guide the Christ- 
child on his way, and the use of 
candles appears in other lands in 
many ways.

Christmas Seal 
Idea Conceived 


A ‘DANISH postal clerk thought 
of the idea of attaching stamps 
to Christmas packages and letters 
in 1903, and-a few years later the 
scheme was-tried in America. 
This year. millions of Americans 
will receive a letter from their 
local chapter of thé National Tuber- p 


culosis association containing |, 


Christmas seals, the seasonal re- 
minder of the never-ending fight 
to stamp out the disease. 

Eimar Holboell, at work in a 
Danish postoffice conceived the 
idea of attaching decorative stamps 
to Christmas packages, the sale 
of which could- be condycted by 
some worthwhile organization. 

He mentioned it to his fellow 
workers and they decided it would 
be a great help in defraying the 
cost of fighting tubefculosis. The 
idea reached King Christian, who 
approved, and the image of Queen 
Louise was placed on the first 
seals in 1904. 

Jacob Riis, Danish-born Ameri- 
can, heard about the idea and sold 


through a magazine article written 
for Outlook magazine. A Red Cross 
worker, Miss Emily Bissell, started 
the first American sales that year. 


The practice of holding “open 
house” has been a Christmas tradi- 
tion through the years. 

‘The Saxon lords threw open the |. 
decors of their great halls to peasant 
and ‘noble alike during the ‘festive 
season and all enjoyed great feast- 
ing, songs and the exchange of gifts. 
A tremendous Yule log was dragged 
upon an open fire pit.and festivities 
lasted. until thé embers alone re- 
mained. 

The same-custom was followed in 
the pre-Civil War South. The slaves 
often soaked a log in the cypress 
swamps long before Christmas so 
that it would burn slowly, and ex- 
tend their Christmas freedom. 

“Open House” during the Yule- 
tide season is a true mark of demo- 
eracy and a realization that he who 
was born on Christmas day came 
to save al] men.
